b. Schebalin continues to be employed at Brown
Instrument Company, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, an
affiliate of Minneapolis Honeywell Company. Be is
still living at 4701 Wayne Avenue, Philadelphia,
Pennsylvania.

c. Sehebalin maintains a 31 . average at La Salle
College where he is enrolled in Mathematics, Philosophy.,
and Physics classes.

d. At Brown Instrument Company the Competitive
Tests Division was merged with the Engineering
Evaluation Division and Sehebelin continues as Assistant
Engineer, a position beyond which he cannot advance
until he receives an engineering degree. SChebalin's
saLary is $100 per week. Mrs. Schebelin was laid-off
during January 1958, when Keystone Transformer Company
closed down. She, however, managed to find new
epployment with the Perfect Photo Company, Philadelphia,
where she is working full time and earns $35 to $40 per
week.
